Some of the early 
mines recalled were the Minshall, 
Plymouth, Diamond, Mary, Lotten, 
Old Star, Union, Monkey, Old Town | 
Mine, Old Moses and the Victor. 


Historic Blast. 


Fontanet received a tragic set- 
back to its rapid growth when on 
the morning of Oct. 15, 1907, the 
powder mill exploded. Many of 
the houses were demolished and the 
town was a shambles, streets were 
littered with debris, glass and 
broken furniture. Many were 
killed. Governor J. Frank Han- 
ley personally came to Fontanet to 
inspect the damage and determine 
what could be done to rehabilitate 
the community. The National 
Guard moved in and took charge 
and a commissary was established 
to provide food and clothing. 

There were two heavy blasts felt 
` by the miners underground, as well 
as for many miles around. Mrs. 
Amy Rosser, Fontanet post master, 
recently received leters and pic- 
tures of the disaster from a former 
resident, 88-year-old Mrs. Ed A. 
Snyder, who recalled her experi- 
ences. Mr. Snyder was a meat cut- 
ter for the Coal Bluff Mining Com- 
| pany store at Fontanet at the time. 
She said she could stil| see the 
children from the South Hill School 
being carried down the hill. 
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To His Honor James Lyons, 

Mayor of Terre Haute 
Dear Sir; 

Your Fontanet Relief Committee appointed on the night following the 
terrible explosion of the DuPont powder mills, Oct. 15, 1907, herewith submits 
its report. 

The explosion, which was one of the most disastrous, both in loss of 
life and limb and in the destruction of property in the history of the manu- 
facture of explosives, occurred at 9:15 A.M. Immediately thereafter the 
Terre Haute newspapers started relief subscription lists. The Terre Haute 
Tribune, Terre Haute Star and Terre Haute Brewing Company, and others with 
commendable energy and timeliness rushed boiled ham and bread to the town and 
a local committee of miners was promptly formed to distribute the supplies 
received. That night a special meeting of the City Council of Terre Haute 
was held on your call and $1,000.00 was appropriated for the use of a Fontanet 
Relief committee to be appointed by you. This work was entrusted by you to 
the undersigned. Early on the morning of Oct. 16, the members of the committee, 
accompanied by yourself, hurried to the scene. There we at once joined hands 
with the local miners' committee, and from that time on until the present 
all relief to Fontanet has been distributed through your committee with the 
assistance of the miner's committee. 

The Terre Haute Tribune, Terre Haute Post and the Indianapolis News 
turned over to the committee the subscription taken by them. The Terre 
Haute Star did not do so, but on May 20th returned direct to the subscribers 
the unexpended balance of the subscriptions taken by it. As Gov. Hanly was 
promptly on the ground with small companies of state militia to maintain order; 
and as Dr. William F. Willon, chief of the local DuPont surgical service, was 
taking care of the injured, the immediate task of your committee was to 
promptly provide subsistence, shelter, clothing and to remove dangerous wreck- 
auge, eb. 

Three large cooking and dining tents were set up at once and for 
several days 600 persons were fed in them. This number rapidly decreased 
as the people became able to cook in their own homes or in tents or temporary 
houses. So much clothing, shoes, etc. was contributed by the people of 
Terre Haute and elsewhere that it was necessary to buy very little, as shown 
by the report of the expenditures, under the head of "Clothing and Bedding". 
These clothing supplies were collected in Terre Haute under the supervision 
of the police department and shipped by the committee to Fonatanet and 


distributed under the personal supervision of the local members of the committee. 
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There was so much work of various kinds to be done and so many out of 
employment that for a time quite a number of residents of Fontanet were 
carried on the pay roll of the committee as shown under the heading "Labor" 
in the report of the treasurer. Outside of the money paid to the local 
Fontanet men for work actually done by them, there have been no other time 
or expense items whatever charged to the distribution of the funds. 

Tents were on hand at once to shelter the people and as soon as possible 
a large number of temporary but comfortable one-room frame houses were 
built under competitive bidding on contracts let by the committee. These 
houses, as shown by the report, cost $1,271.36, most of which sum, a few 
items coming in later, was refunded to the committee by Gov. Hanly out 
of the $5,000.00 fund placed in his hand by the DuPont Company. 

In view of the suffering and inconvenience of the people during the 
long wait before their own houses could be made habitable, these temporary 
houses built on their lots, owned or rented, have been presented to their 
occupants. 

In a number of cases your committee paid the board in Terre Haute 
or elsewhere of the wives and children of men who were in the hospital. 
Usually this board was paid directly to the landladies, but in a few instances 
cash for board or traveling expenses was given to the sufferers by the 
explosion. 

The report of the treasurer shows $76.21 paid out for Christmas cele- 
bration. The Indianapolis News took up a public subscription of $101.00, 
and sent it to the committee, suggesting that a part of it be spent in 
some such way. There never was a happier Christmas anywhere. The school 
house was packed, a splendid program, arranged by the teachers and the 
township trustee, Mr. Lambert, was given and there were gifts of fruit, 
and candy, etc., taken from a big and beautifully decorated tree for each 


and every one. 


With very few exceptions the people of Fontanet have shown not only 
splendid courage in this great calamity, but a commendable pride in taking 
care of themselves as soon as they became able to do so. For some time 
past only a few families have remained on the relief list, almost all the 
others having voluntarily ceased to apply for help, though assured the 
fund was generously subscribed for their benefit and that they were entitled, 


if needy, to draw upon it, according to the rules established. 


For several months your committee visited Fontanet regularly and 
frequently, and believe no one, a sufferer because .- the explosion, has 
been overlooked. In many cases we have searched out the modest, deserving 
ones, who had made no application, and told them the fund was for their 
benefit, and the committee created to minister to their wants. 

Your committe cannot express to strongly its appreciation of the 
prompt, wise and efficient measures taken by Governor Hanly to restore 
and preserve order and extend relief. 

We wish also to thank the local miners' committee, and especially 
President Tom Willford, for splendid service rendered. 

In this great emergency St. Anthony's hospital, to which the injured 
and dying were sent, responded in a way never-to-be-forgotten. 

The appalling disaster touched so many hearts, it would be a long 
list, indeed, if your committee were to extend thanks to all who in one 
way or another contributed sympathy or relief. 

The detailed report of the treasurer, showing receipts and disburse- 
ments is submitted herewith with request that it be audited and the committee 
discharged. 

It will be seen from the report that the committee, after meeting 
all demands, has a cash balance of hand of $888.88. Inasmuch as $1,000 
was voted by the Council to the committee for relief work out of the public 
funds the committee has thought best to return the unexpended balance of 
the entire fund to the City treasury, rather than make a distribution to 


the individual donars.
